Delegations fronj Five Posts Pay Honor 
to Ne-w Organization in Southern 
Maryland District Thursday 


Pledged to safeguard the principles 
of Justice, freedom, and democracy, 39 
charter members of Greenbelt American 
Legion Post No* 136 -were instructed in 
the -work, and symbols of the organization 
at the school auditorium Thursday night, 
Feb. 24. 

In addition to interested Greenbelt 
citizens vdio witnessed the ceremonies, 
uniformed legionnaires from five Legion 
Posts in the Southern Iiiaryland District 
participated in the convocation here. 

Dedicated to the'servide of God and 
Country, fourteen officers and alternates 
accepted the obligations and trust while 
Jsanes B. Fitzgerald, vice commander of 
the Southern Maryland District, conducted 
the official ceremonies. 

After the colors were brought up, the 
meeting opened with a prayer for Divine 
guidance. :Candidates for membership were 
instructed and the Legion emblem explain- 
-ed. ■ 

The history and purpose of the Legion 
were explained, the candidates finally 
questioned, sworn in, and seated. The 
whole assembly stood in silent tribute 
for 30 seconds in memory of departed com¬ 
rades, The silence vms broken with the 
symbolic notes of the bugler’s call.

J. Nelson Tribby, department ad¬ 
jutant of Baltimore, expressed as the aim 
of the American Legion "A free organiza- 
tionaof a free people”, 

■ In addition to working for the pro¬ 
tection of disabled veterans, widows and 
orphans, the Legion has a nationwide pro¬ 
gram of child welfare work. In many 
states, as in Maryland, this program 
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is making possible outdoor swimming pools 
for children, the establishment of school 
bus shelters, supervised playgrounds for 
the prevention of accidents, and the pre¬ 
vention of juvenile delinquency, 

V'ith such a program the Legion serves 
the nation in time of peace. It evidences 
its Americanism and its patriotism■by its 
service to me, women, find children. 

Pest Department Commander C. L. Aiello 
of Hyattsville, while addressing the ini¬ 
tiators, called special attention to the 
privileges of every American citizen in 
his rights to security and freedom, re¬ 
gardless of race, color, religion, creed 
or philosophy.

Those were 
tasted by customers and compared with 
the bakers' goods that have been on 
sale a.t the stor^.. Opinion generally 
was th .t the goods were above stan¬ 
dard. It is probr.ble that a supply 
of them will now bo put on s.alo.

Ten different brands of conned peas 
were tested by Consumer Discussion 
Group No, 2 on February 24 at the home 
of I'.?rs. Stanley B, Pider, ?Irs. Arthur 
Gowthrop weighed the cans, then the 
lebel was concealed and the cans iden¬ 
tified by numbers, Mrs. Joe Long kept 
records of wights and contents. First 
the juice was measured and weighed and 
then the peas. Clearness of fluid, 
unbroken and uniform peas were found 
in the cans containing the better 
flavored peas. 

After all peas had been tabulated 
as to the contents, the tasting began. 
Each member kept her own score, in¬ 
dicating her o’wn reaction to each can 
sampled. By the end of the sixth, the 
popularity of canned pco. diet had waned. 
However, the eppeara^nce of large hard 
peas in a thick syrup of sugar and 
salt mixture firousod the tasters to 
renewed curiosity. Then the labels 
were restored. It was discovered that 
the peas enjoyed in their proper set¬ 
ting of seasoning an^l butter had just 
been labeled "terrible" by their spon¬ 
sors, whereas pees declared best be¬ 
fore the examination were rated second 
best when tasted anonymously. 

The Group was unanimous in class¬ 
ifying as best of the small peas tasted; 

A P Grade A, Torsch's-Petit Peis, and 
Co-Op Fancy Little Sugar Peas. Of the 
large peas tasted, the Group listed as 
best the Co-Op Giant Sugar peas.

BOYCOTT OF JAPAN - AN ECONOMIC 
VIEr.VPOINT 


To the Editor: 

The Hosiery Worker's Union held 
a parade in Washington to protest 
against the unofficial boycott of 
silk stockings in this country, 

Mr. Emil Pieve, President of the 
Union, said quite correctly that the 
boycott is likely to inflict no 
great damage on Japan's military 
machine, but does threaten the jobs 
of at least 15,000 Americans who make 
their living in the silk stocking 
factories. 

He might have added that if we 
don't buy Japan's silk she cannot 
buy our cotton, as she pays for the 
cotton with her exports of raw silk. 

Japan is, of all foreign nations, 
the heaviest purchaser of American 
cotton. It follows that the injury which 
a successful boycott of Japanese silk can 
work on those who grow the cotton, and 
constitute the poorest, most defense¬ 
less, least privileged section of the 
American population, is extremely grave. 

To the thousands of American 
stocking makers for whom Mr. Rieve 
speaks must be added many thousand 
share croppers in our South, who have 
no spokesman, and whose already miserable 
existence must be rendered still more 
precarious by the boycott, if it is at 
all successfu, 

Mr. Rieve notes, also correctly, that 
the movement has been engineered "by a 
combination of wealthy women, intellec¬ 
tuals, and left wingers having no stake 
in the industry and no jobs to lose". 

No doubt he includes among the "intel¬ 
lectuals" the large number of college 
students who have joined the boycott. 

At several of the universities, press 
photographers have been invited to record 
the sacraments of transferring silk stock' 
ings from the co-eds' legs to the sacri¬ 
ficial bonfire.

ACCEPTANCE COMITTEE REPORTS 


The acceptance Committee, which makes 
a study of advertising proposed for publi¬ 
cation in the- Greenbelt Co-operator, has 
recently made discoveries of interest to 
Consumers. It has been learned by the 
committee that informational or specifi¬ 
cation advertising is hard to get, while 
advertising for products which have a 
questionable background is easily obtained. 

Milk is a commodity of merit, but 
information about it that would help 
develop consumer confidence is hard to 
get, Verious adults and children in the 
community have had intestinal and other 
disturbances which have made people sus¬ 
picious of milk. The suspicion is pro¬ 
bably unwarranted. But the question lin- ' 
gers. The only way to clear up the sus¬ 
picion is to have definite proof furnished 
that all milk furnished in Greenbelt is 
above question. 

Consumers want information. How clean 
is the milk we get? TiTiat is the bacterial 
content before and after pasteurization? 
How accurate and dependable is the pas¬ 
teurizing process that is being used? 

ViTiat kind of milk is used in the ice milk, 
or so-called ice cream, that we buy? 

V/hat ratings have been given the milk sam¬ 
ples tested by public health officials? 
Vftien such questions are definitely answer¬ 
ed, we may know the merit of the milk that 
we buy, 

the Acceptance Committee encourages 
certain advertising on the one hand, it 
discourages certain types of advertising 
on the other hand. An example of a pro¬ 
duct whose advertising is being kept out 
of the Greenbelt Cooperator is a drug 
claimed to cure a multitude of ailments 
from glandular trouble to bad breath. 

The A.cceptance Committee, vdiich is 
making a study of advertised products 
in behalf of consumer interest, has just 
^ gotten started in its work. Since many 
questions taken up will be technical in 
nature, a chemist was added to the com¬ 
mittee membership during the past week. 

The committee work represents part of the 
activities conducted by the Journalistic 
Club, which determines the policies 
followed by the Greenbelt Co-operator,

Dr, Foster frankly admitted that the 
$25,000 grant which led to the organ¬ 
ization of the Consumers' Foundation, 

Inc. v/qs made b' the Institute of 
Distribution which is supported by 
chain stores, variety stores and mail 
order house's. 

"Members of the Board of Directors 
and the National Council include heads 
of women's clubs, ministers and col¬ 
lege professors as well as several 
nationally known business men including 
Henry I. Harriman, former president 
of the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, 

George F. Benkhart, Vice-President of 
the General Motors Acceptance Corp., 

D. M. Nelson, Vice-President, Sears,' 
Roebuck and Company, and Harlan T. 
Pierpont, director of the Nash-Kel- 
vinator Corporation. 

"Conspicuous by their absence are 
Donald E. Montgomery, Consumers 
Counsel, Agriculture Adjustment Ad¬ 
ministration, Dr. Stacy I^te-y, of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, and Mrs. Bert 
Hendrickson, chairman of the New York 
State Federation of Ivomen's Clubs, who 
resigned, according to Mr. Montgomery, 
'because decisions of the committee 
were not being carried out and because 
we were not convinced that the procedure 
followed was such as to insure an organ¬ 
ization that would operate effectively 
and honestly in the consumer interest.'"
